ty of treaſonable, ſurreptitious, fraudulent and 
viſe ſtealing of his Majeſty's Hand to the Let- 
ter ſpecified in the Indictment, without his Ma- 
jeſty's pp ey and contrary. to. his declared 
Will; as alſo cf the treaſonable affixing of his 
Majeſty's Signet to the ſaid Letter, and of aſſiſt- 


ing known and profeſſed Papiſts in their trea- 


ſonable Conrſes'to the Danger of Religion, the 
Overthrow of the true Profeſſors thereof, and 
drawing his Majeſty's Life, Eſtate and Right of 
Succeſſhon to the Crown of England, into moſt 
extreme Danger; beſides the bringing of moſt 
falſe and ſcandalous Imputations upon his Ma- 
jeſty, as well in Religion as Honour; and of 
Art and Part of the whole treaſonable Crimes 
contain'd in the ſaid Indictment.
